Opening Day Of Rutland County Farmers Market Draws Large Crowd

RUTLAND — Among ihe 
king^ thal summef brings “ 
Lowing lawns, barbecues, 
dimming and sunbuiti — Is 
le now-familiar Rutland 
ounty Farmers Markel. This 
Bar's opening on ^iLurday 
as the largest ever, with 
inoy weather, music by a 
Hcal group, “The Wind That 
hakes the Barley; attractive 
ratts and plenty of fresh 
roducO- 

Begun eight years ago when 
small group of local gar¬ 


deners and farmers got 
together to sell their excess 
produce, the market has grown 
to be the largest of its hind in 
nor then. New England- 
The market followed 
tradition with an opeoiog at 3 
a,m. and a cicstng at2 p.m. — 
before produce wilts. 

Mayor John Daley threw out 
the traditional ‘'season's first 
radish^' to mark the opening of 
the market, held at D^t Park 
In the downtown Rutland 
Shopping Plaza, 

The market has become a 


community and social event, 
with local musicians en¬ 
tertaining and vegetables, 
fruits and baked goods sold. 

Market coordinator Andrew 
Snyder of Florence said there 
were 54 vendors Saturday, 
making it one of the most 
successful opening days. P'or 
sale were Ehe season's first 
peas and strawberries - sold 
out by S;30 a,m. lettuce, 
spinach, beet greens, onions 
and radishes. 

Sen, Patrick Leahy, D-Vl., 
stopped by for a visit, aloiig 


with several thousand 
customers and spectators. 

After recurrent problems 
with finding a home in the city, 
the market seems to have 
found a permanent home in the 
downtown Depot Park. 

In previous years there has 
been much controversy fn'er 
the market's location, its effecl 
on area stores, whether ven 
dors shuuld obtain llcense.s 
from City Hall and parking 
problems. 

but the problems haye 
become fewer each year, and 


the advantages of the market 
have grown. This year, Snyder 
said newly elected Mayor 
Dalrv made it possible to move 
things along with fewer 
complications. Working with 
Cioffredl ~of t he citT's" 
R ec r eaUofvs'nnnl‘ “Park r 
Depnirlmant, Snyder was able 
to avoid location proble ms. 

Eight years of experience 
have also contributed to 
avoiding skirmishes with 
dew mown merchants and cHy 
orfktais. 

Afler a hard-fought cam- 
paigri in 1977 the farmers 
market got pennission from 
city aldennen to close Center 
St^ci to traffic Saturday 
mornings to allow the market 
to up there. But former 
mbypr Gilbert Godnlck and 
other cUy officials opposed the 
plan The season was wrought 
with disputes. 


fn I97S. the market moved to 
I he Depot Park site, where it 
has remained. 

Anally accepting that (he 
market introduces some much- 
needed activity downtown 
without stealing customers 
from iull-time merchants, city 
officials and businessmen 
voiced little apposition last 
year 


like other farmers markets 
wtitk^e goal is to act as a direct 
link between producer and 
consumer, the market offers 
only locally grown produce — 
some of it picked just hours 
before sale. M uch of the food is 
grown orpnically. con- 
tributing to its appeal to some 
consumers.

Dimick Coasts To Frank 
Crowley Road Race Win

John Dimick of BratUebOro. propping 
for a major international marathon later 
this month iii June, motored past a very 
competitive, primarily local pack o( run¬ 
ners to capture the second annual Frank 
Crowley Proctor to Rutland road race 
Sunday afternoon. 

Dimick, a Brattleboro school teacher 
with a yen for the longer distances, 
averaged belter than a five minute mile 
pace over the hilly, breeay 10 , 0 C 0 meter 
(€.2 mtlel course to win in Jack Ar¬ 
thur of Rulland finished second in $1 

^'Both those times are excellent/" 
noted third place finisher Mike Canty of 
Proctor, not far off the pace in Ja.30, 
■They v^eni out together lor about the 
first two miles before John fDimick) 
pulled away," 

. Sunday marked the fourth annual run¬ 
ning of the revived classic, which was 
named the Frank Crowley race in 19S0 in 
memory of the event's first winner who 
passed, away two years ago. Rutland 
native Frank Crowley won the initial 
Proctor to Rutland race in 1929 before 
going on to an illustrious amateur runn¬ 
ing career that included a fifth place 
finish iti the 15W» meter at the 1932 Olym¬ 
pics, 

While the race's namesake was 
primarily a mller, this year's winner is 
best known for his long distance exploits 
particularly at the marathon, which in¬ 
cluded a 15th in last year's U.S. Olympic 
marathon team tryouLs in Buffalo, N.Y. 
In two weeks. Dimick will travel to 
Belgium to compete in a marathon 
there, 

"The conditions were excellent for a 
last lime today," continued Canty, “The 
race ^as well organlaed and well run. It 
was cool and there was a good tail wind 
along Route 3 which reaUy helped too," 

The race, which began at i p.m. In 
front of the Catholic Church in Proctor, 
continued along Route 3 Into Rutland. 
■ through the downtown section, before 
ending in front of the Recreation Center 
on Court Street. 

Cue hundred, nineteen runners started 
with 115 finishing. 

Canty, who like Dimick and many 
others in the field, used the race as a 
tune-up for longer races later this sum¬ 
mer. Canty, who has had an excellent 
winter with several top finishes in 
Massachusetts races earlier this year, 
stayed with the leaders through most of 
th^course before falling back slightly. 

♦I'm still not tjuite where 1 think 1 
should be with my training." confessed 
Canty. "I had a reasonable race, but Vm 
anxious to get out on the new Rutland 
High School track lor some speed work.” 

Finishing fourth behind Canty was 
another well known local runner, Dave 
Sanborn of Rutland, in 34.5S. Lincoln 
Porter, also of Rutland, was fifth in 
35,44, 

Joe Crowley, brother of the race's

namesake, was on hand to present pla¬ 
ques to the winners in four divisions. 

Those winners included Dimick Ln the 
Men's Open (ig-39) Division and Tosh 
Kurant of West Rutland ^43.59) in the 
Women's Open Division. 

Peter Carmolli of Rutland, coming off 
the high school state meet the day 
before, claimed the men’s 17 and Under 
title with a 38,06 clocking. There were no 
women competitors under 17, 

In the men's Masters (40-49) Division, 
Bill Harvey of West Rutland was the top 
finisher in 40 minutes-flat, while Call 
Cnughlan of East Dorset was the 
women's winner in 64,34. 

The winner In the men's over 50 divi¬ 
sion was a familiar one to both local and 
national running circles: Chittenden's 
venerable Hugh Short, who checked in 
with a 38.50 time. 

The youngest and oldest participants 
were ■ also acknowledged with cer¬ 
tificates. Eighbyear-old Brook Holmes 
of Pittsford, who finished Ln 66.49 was the 
youngest runner, while Joe Dicton, 66, of 
Rutland was the senior competitor, 
beating hli age with a 65,07 time.

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Rutland’s Only Art Gallery 
Opens 20th Summer Season

The Chaffee Art Gallery opened its dtxjrs for a new 
season Sunday, marking the 2)Cith summer that It will pro¬ 
vide free art eKhIhits and cultural performances to the 
public. 

More than 125 area art enthusiasts came to the opening. 
Among the crowd was Mayor John Daley, who attended 
the gallery's first opening as Rutland mayor In 1961. 

On exhibit Sunday was a collection of prints by Robert 
West titled, "A Bird’s Eye View of Early Vermont 
Towns.” A group of drawings by Vermont architects and 
a color photographic display by the Rutland Area 
Rhotographers Association were also popular among the 
crowd. 

The opening was enlivened by two performances by the 
Dance Workshopt directed by Sherry Adams. Eleven 
ballet Students performed "Ballet Classique” and “Slavic 
Dances," 

The stone mansion in which the art is displayed was 
built in IB&5 and is listed in the National Records of 
Historical Landmarks. After serving as a family dwelling 
for 30 years, the building was closed. In mi the Chaffee 
family loaned the house to the Rutland Region Chamber^ 





of Commerce as an art museum. 

At this time the Chaffee Art Gallery was founded by 
Katherine King Johnson, now the gallery's executive 
director.

When Cioffredi was in¬ 
formed of Maranvilte's 
remarks In a telephone in¬ 
terview after the meeting. 


he said, “As far as I'm con¬ 
cerned, the center Is used 
exclusively as a senior 
citizens center. However, 
what we are trying to do is 
to let ail citizens over the 
age of 55 know that they are 
eUglble to come there, and 
to come for more than just 
a meal. We’re trying to pro¬ 
vide many different pro¬ 
grams for them." 

Maranville'^ most fre¬ 
quent complaint concerned 
CioffredL's reluctance to 
allow the Rutland Council 
of Senior Citizens to use the 
van to transport members 
to their twice monthly 
meetings at the senior 
citizens center.

MunlclpaUtes In Vermont wlU suffer 
the most under the Reagan budget knife 
with the largest outs coming In the areas 
of municipal sewage treatment and out¬ 
door recreation programs. 

lohn Ponsetlo. commissioner of the 
Water Resources Department, said the 
Reagan budget will rescind $S.4 million 
In local sewage treatment funds In IMl, 
and will Uke back |2 mlUioo in outdoor 
recreation funds, 

Ponsetto said the department now has 
about »23 million for the sewage treat- 
raent projecU, hut the federal govern¬ 
ment Is asking for more f8 million to be 
returned to the federal coffers. 

He said the Reagan budget plans no 
appropriation for those programs m 


19S2, and a one-third cut tn 1983 and 
beyond. , ,, 

The one-third cut will reduce the Ver¬ 
mont share from gl8 million to about 111 
mURon, Ponsetto said. 

But the water resources commli- 
iioner said Vermont may never see any 
of the 112 million unless the federal pro¬ 
posals are changed. 

Ponsetto saw under the Keagan plan 
all of the sewage treatment money will 
be channeled to major metropolitan 
areas.

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The kid andliirCoacif^ 
Prepare for GlovesFight

The Kid is raw honed 
and tough. He La 17 i^ears 
old, about five feet, eight 
toebes tail aa4 weighs 
IIS pounds. His name is 
William J. Kelly, Jr., 
and on Saturday night it 
Memorial Auditorium in 
Burlington he will fight 
Danny Melendei from 
Maine for the ilf-pound 
Vermont Golden Gloves 
championship, 

So^ what's the big 
deal? First, it will be on¬ 
ly hia third fight. Next, 
he's a Rutland kid, from 
Grandview Acres, and 
Rutland Is not known as 
a tight town, Kelly fights 
for the Rutland Recrea¬ 
tional Boxing Team, The 
team has three 
members. They work out 
at the Rutland Reo- 
Center and are coached 
by Tom Garrow. You 
walk up one flight, the 
room is about 10 by 12 
feet. Inside, there^s a 
make-shift ring, a heavy 
bag to one side and i 
speed hag. Otherwise the 
room is barren. The Kid 
has been working on the 
heavy bag to improve hia 
power punching. He ex¬ 
plains that this is his 
training camp and that 
Coach Garrow wilt be 
along shoriy with the 
rest of the gear; boxing 
gloves and headgear aU 
furnished by Garrow, 

Kelly became in¬ 
terested in boxing about 
a year ago, “A couple of 
friends were boxing," he 
says, "1 started to come 
here; I liked it," Kelly 
says that he would have 
been In the Golden 
Gloves last year but he 
was involved in a serious 
motorcycle accident and 
bad to "cool it," Garrow, 
hla mentor nmvides Kim 


with knowledge and 
direction, Kelly says. 
"'Coach keeps it 
together.,,he believes in 
us." 

Garrow was a fighter 
himself, a good fighter — 
both as an amateur and 
as a professional cham> 
pion. He is well known in 
boxing circles 
throughout the state. His 
son, Mark, was a Golden 
Gloves champion four 
times at four different 
weight classes. Garrow 
knows boxing. "He's like 
a father figure to us,'" 
Kelly states. "He knows 
what to expect and teIJs 
us straight," 

KeUy ia talking about 


his training as Garrow 
comes through the door 
with the equipment. The 
Kid runs five miles a 
day, does sets of 
calesthenics and some 
work with weights- In ad¬ 
dition. he works three 
rounds apiece on the 
heavy bag and the speed 
bag. Mnst importantly, 
however, is .the five 
rounds in the ring with 
the coach. Garrow talks 
to the kid constantly as 
they strap on the 
headgear and lace up the 
gloves. They step into 
the ring. Garrow bobb¬ 
ing and weaving in the 
same fashion as Daimy 
MeiendeZi, shouting. 


"Stick and move. Use 
the iah," He explains to 
hii fighter- that he can't 
let Melendez come in on 
him or gel him on the 
ropes. They work; the 17- 
year-old and the middle- 
aged coach, sparring 
and dancmg for five 
three-minute rounds. 

After the sparring ses¬ 
sion they talk. Mental 
preparation is as import 
tant as physical 
readiness. Weight is all 
important. If a fighter is 
over his weight he can be 
disqualified and lose 
without ever throwing a 
punch, "Sacrifice these 
last couple of days," 
Garrow teQs his young 
lighter. "'Get your 
weight down now so you ' 
keep your strength.” 
When asked about 
Melendez^ a classy, 
showboat type. Kelly 
says, "Td like to knock 
him" out with a straight 
right hand." Confidence 
is most of the fight game^ 
"You must be coiHldent 
but still respect your op¬ 
ponent," The kid goes 
on. "1 have to listen to 
Coach Garrow, he 
knows.'' Garrow 
responds, "To win you 
have got to have a lltUe 
something extra. He 
wants Lt..,Meteudes 
won"t know what hit him 
Saturday,” 

Garrow started the 
Golden Gloves Tourna¬ 
ment with three fighters. 
Steve Walker is a 139- 
pound southpaw who lost 
to champ Mike Arm¬ 
strong, Dave Farrar, 
also a 139^pounder* had 
to scratch. 

Now only the Kid re* 
mains. He's the one with 
the least experience, but 
the one with the title 
shot._ _

City to Honor Hostages’ Release

Rutland lor the last 4S 
hours has been a city of 
Starts and stops, of beginn¬ 
ings and endliiia, and of eJt- 
cllement disappointment, 
frustration and finally ela¬ 
tion as it became official 
Tuesday night that the 
hostages were really on 
thetr way home. 

There was some 
preliminary beU-rlnging 
Monday, some Impatient 
beU-ringing and siren- 
blowing Tuesday, and on 
Wednesday, fin ally, the city 
wiU be treated to an out¬ 
pouring of joy on what 
Mayor Gilbert Godnick has 
declared ^‘Freedom 
Hostage Day*^ in Rutland. 

Godnick said. “No matter 
how you feel about the 
handling ol the crisis from 
day one od> everyone can 
agree that the return of the 
hostages is a positive, 
joyous event of major im¬ 
portance, one deserving of 
recognition by the entire ci¬ 
ty of Rutland. Therefore aU 
public and parochial 
schools in the city will be 
closed tomorrow, church 
bells will ring Interminteot' 
ly all day> and the city afire 
horn wlU give 52 blasts over 
the course of the day. one 
blast for each of the 
hostages." 

The drama In Rutland ci¬ 
ty really began Sunday 
afternoon, when release of 
the hostages appeared im- 
minent.

This period was highlighted 
by the “Special Reprorts" 
that would interrupt net¬ 
work programming to in¬ 
form Rutlanders, and the 
nation, that nothing had 
changed. Finally, on 
Wednesday afternoon It 
became official that the 
hostages really were on 
their way home, completely 
overshadowing Ronald 
Reagan's inauguration as 
the fourUeth president of 
the United States, an event 
that seemed to go unnoticed 
in Rutland. 

The prolonged nature of 
the hostage issue has left 
many Rutlanders feeling 
jaded, cynical and uncer¬ 
tain of their real feelings. 

Jan Estelle, a mother 
carrying her baby on the 
Streets of downtown 
Rutland, said Tuesday, 
"You know, the hostages 
seemed to fade away from 
my consciouness a bpg 
time ago. it became almost 
like a comic strip where 
you leam«l a little bit new 
each day about the situa¬ 
tion but you could never get 
too excited about it. 

“Today I turned on the 
televison and heard that It

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Winter Time on the Farm:

BENNINGTON — The early snow slorm settled Ihe 
quealion on when to put the cows in the ham for the winter 
and dairy farmers are settled into their winter routine. 
The winter routine means lots of chores on both ends of 
the day and a wide variety of ether jobs that have to be 
done l^tween chores: such things as fixing up after a 
breakdown, hauling sawdust, plowing snow^ cuiting wood 
and getting the records up to date. 

Farmers, like everybodiy, are apt to get into a routine 
once they find it is working for them, and to do things the 
same way year after year. A routine, of sorts, is 
necessary or you'll never get the work done, but a farm 
doesn't operate Independent of external forces, so there 
are many times you have to he willing to change and try 
out a new routine. 

This winter, as farmers may possible have noticed, the 
grain man leaves a bigger bill after delivering a load of 
grain. The old routine of stuffing grain into the cows, if 
they'll eat it, may have to be modified LI the farmer wants 
to eat also. Farmers must question the most profitable 
level of grain feeding, and whether high herd averages 
are as important and profitable as when grain was 
cheaper. 

The routine of grain feeding may have to reflect more 


nearly the old saying that "you lead a cow up and follow 
her down". That is, you continue to push a cow early in 
lactation to get her up to her production potential, but as 
she starts to drop off as she approaches mid'lactation, 
you have to let up on the grain scoop depending on the 
speed of her descent. 

The object is to get fresh cows up there as high as they'll 
go on reasonable grain ration and when they start to drop, 
they'll at least be dropping from a higher level. During 
the first third of the lactation, a ratio of a pound of grain to 
two and a half pounds of milk to a cow that will respond to 
it, isn't unreasonable, even on good forage. 

You may then have to change your grain feeding 
routine and widen the ratio to during the next three 
months and to in late lactation. This implies that you 
are going to let them drop in production some, but in 
general it is tough business to over-grain a cow to try to 
hold her when she wants to let up. 

There comes a time in late lactation when a decent cow 
will milk about as much on good forage as she will on the 
grain she'd rather eat than the forage. In short, you'll pro¬ 
bably lose the grain-game if you try to lead a cow to better 
production when she is going the other way in late lacta¬ 
tion. In fact, it may cost you money just to hold her there a 
while.

There is the winter-ending observation of 
Fat Tuesday (Mardi Gras) in the spring and there is the winter¬ 
beginning frolic of Halloween in the autumn. Whatever the reasons 
for the celebrations in pagan times, the fact remains that both now 
immediately precede special events in the church calendar. Fat 
Tuesday comes just before Ash Wednesday, the beginning of Lent. 
Halloween comes just before All Souls’^ Day. 

Halloween and Mardi Gras, though intimately connected with 
religious events, do not panake of the religiosity of the other major 
times of celebration, Easter and Christmas. That is probably because 
the latter two festivals, despite their commercialization of late, 
remain religious at hean, while Halloween and Mardi Gras are 
rooted in the antithesis of religion. One cavorts on Hallow^n (or 
Mardi Gras) because there is official license to cavort without 
reckoning the spiritual consequetKes. While one gives gifts at 
Christmas, one extracts tribute at Halloween. It is as if our distant 
ancestors realized that people needed periodically to escape the 
pressures caused by the establishment of social structure, once 
human beings staned to reside together in settlements larger than 
family units. 

So Jeff Cioffredi, Rutland recreation director, and others who 
shared in organizing this year’s city Halloween celebration deserve 
much thanks for setting in motion a stellar performance. It was a 
good time to cavort, and it was cavorting with class.

' Time of Testing , 

^mcthing other than the homecoming prom is on the minds of \ 
many college-bound high school students at this time of year. 
Academically inclined 11th (and some 10th) graders take the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test-National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test at high spools throughout the country on Oa. 21 
arui 23. This prepares them for the test itself, the SAT, that is given 
the following spring and again the next fall. Those seniors who did 
not take the SAT last spring, as juniors, may do so Nov. 1. And 
some students, itKluding many who plan to attend Midwestern 
colleges, will on Oct. 18 take an exam called the American (College 
Testing (ACT) Program. In Rutland there is considerable grumbling 
because the Rutland-Mount St. Joseph football game is scheduled 
for the night before the tests. Not only is it Halloween, it is the night 
before the SAT tests, when people who want to score well should be 
getting some rest, not scoring football points. Or so goes the 
argument against that date for the game. Perhaps those in charge of 
such things feel that getting a crowd out at a football game will 
mean less Halloween vandalism, but that doesn’t necessarily follow. 
Co nsiderin g the faa that the Halloween parade in Rutland will take 
plagc^ n a~Sa!qi day, there^to be a way to con^hine tbipaiade 
with t^trick-oT-i^t aspix t, ^d mpye the footlydl game to a 
cotppl etHyldiffere ntdate. 

The tests, of course, are for students to impress admissions offices 
at the colleges of their choice, or to learn if they need to lower their 
sights. For reasons good or bad—that point has been argued 
endlessly, if inconclusively — the nation’s most-sought-after coUeges 
look closely at SAT and ACT scores, along with classroom grades and 
a host of other things, some of them apparently too intangible to 
define. The College Board, the umbmlla organization for such 
testing programs, reports that of the three million high school , 
graduates last spring, one million took the SAT. They represented ' 
two-thirds of all the graduates who went directly to college. 

Test scores continued to drop, as they have done every year since 
1967. The 1980 median scores—half were higher and h^ lower— 
were 424 on verbal ability and 466 on mathematical ability out of a 
potential pcffea 800. Those scores were three points IkIow the 
previous year’s in each category. Three years ago. a special panel 
established to study the causes of the trend attributed the decline 
after 1970 to a variety of factors, including television viewing, 
changes in family life, turbulence in national affairs, as well as 
relaxed teaching and learning standards. The prc-1970 decline was 
attributed primarily to changes in the college-bound population.

For Oldsters

Aa a reamlt of a recent Board of Alderman meeUng fn the city of 
RutlandH nearly ^6,000 of Revenue Sharing Funds were allocated to 
devise plans for a proposed comm unity recreational eentern I now f irmly 
believe that the public/com in unity welfare system of revenue sharing 
shoiild be abolished. 

What the board did was to use our tax dollars for gambling purposes. 
They are gambling that future federal dollars will be avaQable for the 
recreation center. They are gambling that the citizens of Rutland would 
approve the eonstniction of such a center. They are gambling that the 
citizens of Rutland want further tax increases. 

Too many questions have been left unanswered or ignored. The future 
sewage bond issue is far more important and critical than this proposal. 
Clean water assures future generations of natural recreational areas. 
Has the city really demonstrated the need for such a center? Why wasn't 
the ^,000 spent on the existing center to maJte it more energy efficient 
and useful? 

Some City Hall cdficials believe that the best thing that could happen to 
the Lawrence Center would be a fire. However, I am certain that in years 
to come. Historic Preservations Funds will be requested to restore the 
building. Why not augment recreational needs by using existing plant 
such as neighborhood schools? With federal funding wd] the proposed 
center be a municipal facility or a regional facility?

City Recreation Com mis* 
sioner John Cioffredi said 
Monday that the CG-Aetna 
Inc. Co.>of Hanford. Conn., 
the project's bonding agent, 
chose Pike Industries of 
Tilton. N.H., to complete 
the project after the 
original contractor, the 
North East Lighting and 
Signal Co. and its sub^ 
sidiary Chamberlain Ex¬ 
cavating Co., went out of 
business. 

The demise of NELSCO 
and Chamberlain Ex* 
cavating Co* left White 
Playgound with piles of 
rubble and dirt, the re* 
mains of four demolished 
tennis counts. The situation 
frustrated and angered 
Cioffredi, who had said, 
"This is not the way the ball 
game is played. We could 
have been playing tennis 
this summer."

She Found A New 
World in Softball ^7

CUudta Alberti is 30. 

She has never played an organized 
sport In her life until this spring 
when she joined the Carriage Room 
entry of the women’s city softball 
league. 

Though she may be the cbsesi 
watched player in the loop (she’s the 
wife of the com missioner), Alberti Is 
having a great time in her rookie 
season. 

Despite the scrutiny she's under 
(some people prohabiy think she's a 
spy), Alberti has the typical en¬ 
thusiasm of a convert embarking on 
a new life. 

"Softball has rejuvenated me, " 
she said Tuesday morning. **Last 
night, I was up lu the bottom of the 
seventh with one or and m were los¬ 
ing. 1 got a hit, there was an error at 
second, I scored and we won. It was 
an incredible thrill. 

; "It was just an incredible once-in- 
;a-lifetime thrill that I never had the 
■chance to eKpCreience before." 

• As a student at Briar Cliff High in 
^^ew York’s Westchester County. 
Alberti passed up the chance to play 
organized softball and tennis. 

- "1 was too afraid to go out for any 
sports in high school, "Alberti said. 


"1 was too emharassed of the 
thought of failure. It was a small 
school, our graduating class was 
just 82. So. I never went out for any 
sports. I played a little bit of in¬ 
tramural sports and took phys. ed., 
which is still mandatory in New 
York State, but nothing serious." 

After 30 years of athletic dor¬ 
mancy, Alberti grabbed a pair of 
spikes and a softball glove and head¬ 
ed for the diamond this spring. 

In recent years, Alberti ignored 
the pleas of her husband to join a 
team, until this year. " I tried for a 
Jong time io convince her, but 
couldnT, " Rich Alberti said. " 1 
gave up years ago trying to talk her 
into it. She's been familiar with it 
because she used to go and watch 
but she never wanted to play until 
now. But all of a sudden this year she 
decided to join and she's been hav¬ 
ing a great time. I think it's greaC 

"I was really ^luite nervous about 
it," Alberti said. "I fell that I was 
just an old Jady who had to do 
something. But the CarTiage Room 
was looking for someone who 
wouldn't mind sitting on the bench a 
lot. So that was me. Our team has a 
rule that says you must play at least 
three innings a game, so I get my 
lime in." 



The Carriage Boom rookie feels 
that the women's league is a social 
institution as well as a recreational 
outlet. 

"To a lot of these women playing, 
it's plain fun, "Alberti said. "It's 
their one night out and a chance to 
p out with the girls later. To them 
it’s a real big thing and a whole 
social thing too. A large number of 
these people are pver 30 and really 
enjoy it." 

According to Alberti, the teams 
are evenly matched and winning in 
the women's league is fun, but not all 
that important. 

"Most of the teams are pretty 
even, of the 12 teams, I would say 


that 10 are on the same line, and 
there are a few that are really 
good," Alberti said. "Winning is a 
lot of fun, but we don’t cry if we lose. 

"Actually we're pretty supportive 
of each other. The girls will come 
over and watch the other teams and 
cheer them on. It’s not like the men's 
league. 

And the fans really support us, I 
don’t know why, but at a men’s A 
league game, there may be three 
people there, but there will be 25 at a 
women's ga me.” 

Suddenly at 30, Alberti has moved 
from the stands to the field and 
seems to be loving every minute of 
It.
